Senator Hanna is believed to be short 
" vote of election. The opposition is 
not mire of 78 votes for any one man as 
ntfuu^f only 72 for Hanna, but they feel 
confident at least, of preventing Hanna’s 
election. 
Tli»> Democratic steering committee 
Unlanded of Mr. Kurtz that he furnish 
at least eight affidavits from Republican 
members that they would stand with 
the BS Democratic members in voting 
against Ha i ma. The Democratic steer­ 
ing committee reported that they were 
latisflwL 
Representative 
Gayman, 
chairman of the house Democratic steer­ 
ing committee, went so far as to say 
Hanna’* defeat today was assured. 
There is no doubt that Senator Hanna 
was beaten for a week previous to last 
Friday when Representative M|inuel of 
Montgomery changed in his favor. On 
Saturday the Hanna men secured Rep­ 
resentative Griffith of Union, but they 
made no accessions Sunday or Monday 
and it is the general belief that they are 
short one vote. 
Then1 is a feeling among many of 
those' opposing Hanna that if he is not 
defeated on the first ballot, or rather by 
the separate ballots, that he will not be 
defraud at all. 
These 
anti-Hanna 
workers say they had a m ajority of five 
against Hanna when they exposed their 
strength in organizing the legislature 
last Monday aud, if they come down to 
a majority of only one against Hanna 
today, that the coalition may not hold 
together for another day. 
While the opposition still insists on 
Kurtz as the candidate against Hanna, 
yet they say that Bushnell, Kurtz or 
any other one will be dropped as soon as 
it is demonstrated that he cannot secure 
all of the votes of either the anti-Hanna 
Republicans or the Democratic mem­ 
bers. One of the names most promi­ 
nently mentioned was that of Repre­ 
sentative John P. Jones, who represents 
Stark county, the home of President 
McKinley. 
Mr. Jones is a Republican 
and prominent iii tho miner* 
union. 
He is for free silver and is advocated as 
the latxir candidate against the capi­ 
talists. 
While the mass convention of the Re­ 
publicans yesterday afternoon was the 
largest and most indignantly enthusias­ 
tic assemblage ever known in this state, 
the doubtful Republican members of the 
legislature didn’t see it or feel it. They 
were closely and liberally entertained by 
the opposition at the Great Southern 
hotel yesterday afternoon and last night. 
Representatives Manuel, Griffith, Snider 
aud others are having the undivided and 
constant attention of the other side. 
There are at times lively scenes when 
Hanna workers invade the rooms of the 
Opposition at the Great Southern hotel 
and also when the hustlers for the op­ 
position come to the Neil house after 
some of the doubtful members or their 
mends. There is doubt also about the 
filial vote of some of those on whom 
boul sides have been depending. The 
result really I mugs in doubt more than 
in a balance. 
M itll the result pending upon on6 
vote cither way, there are several who 
want to be on the winning side and 
niay at any time change, according to 
their I* lief as to which side has the 
necessary 73 votes or for some other 
cause.

N ew York, Jan. ll .—Frederick Funs 
ton, whose rank is lien to naut colonel in 
the Cullen array, has arrived here.

He tells an intarest 
ing story of how he came to attain the 
highest rank held by an American in 
the insurgent ranks. 
He went to Clitia on a filibustering ex 
petition in August, 1896, and became a 
captain

Gomes. 
At the siege of Guenano, Osgood, the 
American football player, and thou chief 
of artillery, was killed and Funston was 
made chief. 
He took part, in 24 tattles. 
Al the battle of Sima iii May of last 
your he was allot through both lungs, 
before which he laid been shot through 
the arm. 
I inst October his horse fell 
Upon him, crushing txjth his legs. 
He 
said: 
“ My 
departure 
from 
Cuba 
was 
marked by several exciting incidents. 
To obtain my furlough I hail to apply to 
the insurgent civil government, some 
distance from where I was then sta­ 
tioned. 
I was accompanied by Lieuten 
ant Penny, formerly of tho United 
States, now of the Cuban forces. 
We 
were surprised by a party of six Span­ 
ish soldiers. 
Lieutenant Penny escaped 
and I was captured. 
I was bound aud 
taken to Puerto Principe, where General 
Castellano convened a special Ixianl of 
inquiry to investigate my character and 
cast*. 
As I was not in uniform, had no 
paihts with me ami had given a false 
name, stating that I wa* a presentodo, 
coining to surrender, I was released 
upon my oath that I would never fight 
against Spain. 
By swearing this I 
saved my life, after having fought 24 
battles for Cuba, being (rippled for life 
and all bunged up. 
I am not going 
back to Cuba. 
I snail go to a hospital 
hero and then go to my home in Kansas. 
The outcome of the struggle in Cuba 
depends altogether on the United States. 
The Cubans will never give up, nor will 
the Spaniards.” 
He said that insurgent soldier* and 
officers are not paid and cannot be paid 
in full unless they win, in which case 
Colonel Funston would receive als int 
$4,OLK). 
He said the food and clothing 
of the insurgent* is poor and their liv­ 
ing precarious, but their courage and 
hope are unbounded. 
He said that the 
Spanish soldiers also were qot paid, but 
were fairly well fed. 
Colonel Funston 
said that while a prisoner at Puerto 
Principe he was well treated bv the 
Spanish soldiers and found no evidence 
of discontent iii their ranks. 
He de­ 
clared that tin* atrocities upon women 
aud children reported from time to tim e 
were invariably perpetrated by the guer­ 
rillas, and not by the regular troops. Of 
the guerrillas, ho admitted tho insur­ 
gents often took their revenge. 


FIRM FOP BIMETALLISM. 


C handler Hay* Ile Ho Found F ratidftal 
M cK inley. 
W A n n I N O X O N, J an. 11 .—Senator Chand­ 
ler has had a conference with President 
McKinley upon the subject of bim etal­ 
lism, and he said after the close of the 
interview: 
“ The president stands firmly in favor 
of international bimetallism as promised 
by the St. Louis platform. He consider* 
the negotiations w ith 
the European 
powers only temporarily suspended on 
account of the peculiar condition of af­ 
fairs in India, and it is the president’* 
intention to again send his envoys to 
Europe as soon as the conditions are 
favorable for continuing negotiations.” 
Senator Chandler added the opinion 
that the president is as earnestly in 
favor of bimetallism—“the use of both 
metals as standard money”—as the sen­ 
ator himself.

P eople Should Be Protected. 


Editor Nzwr Rf.virw—I desire to 
call attention to a law that wa* enacted 
by a recent legislature involving owners 
of ahantyboats, to which the attention 
of the board of education was recently 
called. 
The law provides that owners of 
ahantyboats along the shores of Ohio 
waters be required to paint the name of 
the boat in large letters on each side of 
the boat; also that residents of sai<!l 
boats fam ish a certificate of good moral 
character and state what business wil 
be carried on in the boat daring the car 
rent year; also that said owners of boats 
shall annually pay into the county treas 
ary a license fee of $10, together with c 
fee of $2 to be paid to the probate judge, 
whose d o t; it is to issne said license 
and provide for its collection, the pro 
coeds to be converted into the school 
fand. 
A severe penalty of fine and im 
prison rn on t is attached. 
As this is a m atter of interest to the 
board of education and of vast import 
an ce to the owners of these boats, who 
are largely occupants of the same. I wish 
to define my position regarding this law. 
While I believe in the enforcement of all 
jo lt and equitable 
laws, I regard 
this 
one 
as 
so 
manifestly 
un­ 
fair and 
unreasonable 
that, if 
it 
were brought to the test, the courts 
woald doom it to the same fate as has 
been done in other cases of class legis­ 
lation. 
I insist that oar public free 
schools cannot afford to exist by oppress­ 
ing the very class of people who were 
meant to be specially benefited, v iz: the 
poorer classes and working people. 
I 
believe in equal taxation to support our 
institutions, and if the homes of these 
people come under the jurisdiction of the 
state they should pay a tax based on the 
same valuation as those on terra firma. 
To require these citizens to pay $12 per 
year and a sign painters’ bill in addition 
for the privelege of living in these hum­ 
ble homes, many of them not worth 
♦IOO, for the ostensible purpose of sup­ 
porting our grand free schools, seems to 
me a thw arting of our main purpose, 
mainly to educate and make good citi­ 
zens of those who cannot afford to pay 
for an od neat ion. Better far allow these 
people to spend that money in clothing, 
so that these children can go to school. 
Again, why 
shonld these 
people 
be required of furnish a certificate of 
good character any more than any 
other class of citizens? 
I happen to 
know some of these people, aud I believe 
the percentage 
of 
good 
characters 
among them will compare favorably 
with many other sections of equal popu 
lation. 
I must emphatically protest 
against 
the oppression of the labor­ 
ing classes to maintain our institutions. 
There is only one kind of class legisla­ 
tion that I could favor, and that is work­ 
ing class legislation which will elevate 
and ennoble the toiling masses without 
doing in justice to the more favored class. 
While our state pursues the idiotic policy 
of licensing, or taxing, some men to pro­ 
duce poverty and destroy homes, I 
believe she shonld encourage rather than 
discourage our working classes to own 
a home and provide home comforts that 
will enable them to edncate their chil­ 
dren. The safety of our state and nation 
demands this. 
What say you fellow 
citizens, do you want this oppression to 
go on? Respectfully yours,

H U N T IN G BURIED GOLD.

Th** T r m n r * B elonged to Indiana, 
W h ite Men Ara A fter It. 
Northwest Missouri is mach interest­ 
ed in a search for gold which has been 
secretly in progress for three months 
near Clearmont. 
Dave, John and Bill 
Rains, brothers, who live near the Iowa- 
Misaonri line, declare that on it small 
strip of land 2% miles north of Clear­ 
mont is a buried treasure in gold. Alex­ 
ander Gray, a harness maker, owns the 
traot. The Bains boys assert that the 
secret was disclosed to them by some In­ 
dians of the Sac and Pox tribe who 
themselves made a search for the gold 
several years ago. 
In 1887 congress extended Missouri’s 
boundary lines so as to include six coun­ 
ties now in northwest Missouri. 
The 
Sac and Fox and Iowa Indians owned 
the land, and after much difficulty it 
was purchased from them. Part of tho 
price was $7,600 in gold, delivered to 
Chief Cahaqua (Red Fox) at Liberty, 
Mo. 
He and bis party were aet upon 
and murdered by a band of Omahas. 
Chief Red Fox died w ithout revealing 
the hiding place of the $7,600 in gold 
and other tribal treasures in his cus­ 
tody. 
The Sac and Fox Indians were taken 
to Kansas, and a tradition among them 
is that the treasure was deposited in a 
hollow log and sunk to the bottom of a 
small lake near where Clearmont now 
is. 
But the Nodaway river has since 
filled the lake with sand, and its posi­ 
tion is doubtful. 
A stock company of 
Clearmont business men has been or­ 
ganized to aid the Bains brothers.—New 
York Sun.

Justice Davis of Waco, Tex., offici­ 
ated today in a romantic marriage, the 
couple having been formerly man and 
wife, and after being separated having 
been reconciled by the pleadings of their 
two children, who, under the terms of 
the divorce, were placed under the con­ 
trol of the mother. 
Mr. T. L. Gaylord and Mrs. S. C. 
Dorton were married in Florida 14 years 
ago and lived together thereafter for six 
years, daring which period a boy and a 
girl were born. During 1889 they part- 
d, and after a decree of divorce was ob­ 
tained both married again, Mrs. Gay- 
ord becoming Mrs. Horton. 
The chil­ 
dren pined for their father and were 
persistent in pleading for him with 
their mother. A year ago Mr. Gaylord 
and Mrs. Horton met. They were again 
single aud qualified to marry. The chil­ 
dren kept on coaxing, and Mrs. Horton 
was inclined to relent, but her people 
opposed her remarriage with Mr. Gay­ 
lord, and the matter was postponed 
from time to time. 
After a recent interview Mra Horton 
■greed to elope with her ex-husband, 
ami they took the cars for Waco, reach­ 
ing here a few days ago. A license was 
pre cured, and Justice Davis was sum 
umued. 
The wedding took place at the 
Union hotel, the children growing wild 
with delight. Mr. and Mrs Gaylord are 
not entire strangers here. 
They have 
concluded to remain and go into farm­ 
ing aud cattle raising in McLennan 
county. 


KLONDIKE ARMY UNIFORM. 


Mad# o f Nheepskln, W ith tho P elt Inutile, 
and Is Hooded. 
The war department is deeply en­ 
gaged in the Klondike matter. I t is the 
only subject to which Secretary Alger 
iu his convalescence gives any attention, 
for it is considered of the utmost impor­ 
tance. 
The department has adopted a new 
Klondike suit. It is made of sheepskin, 
with the pelt on the inside. The coat is 
a cumbrous affair, with a monster hood 
attachment; the trousers come slightly 
below the knee, and both garments are 
made adjustable by means of gathering 
cords aud leather lacings. 
There is 
nothing especially attractive about this 


Besides the gold to be found in Alas­ 
ka there are other things of absorbing 
interest in that territory—plenty of 
them. There is the native Alaskan, who 
has been sadly neglected by those who 
have w ritten concerning the northwest 
region. 
An anthority on the subject is 
the Rev. Edward Marsden, who bas 
lived in Alaska since 1889 and has made 
a close study of native manners and cus­ 
toms. Here is his account of his experi­ 
ences among them : 
The native Alaskans, especially those 
of the southern part, are a hardy, self 
reliant, industrious and bold race. They 
have great powers of physical endur­ 
ance and delight in athletics and music. 
Before this century, when the Rus­ 
sians came among them, they were a 
fierce people, and frequently collided 
with the czar’s soldiers. Their well or­ 
ganized governments and their cnstoms 
and religions beliefs made it difficult 
for foreigners to deal with them. 
Bot 
today things are different. There are no 
more well organized governments among 
the Alaskans. W hat cnstoms and beliefs 
they have are relics of the past. Chris 
tianity and civilization have exerted I 
wonderful influence upon them. They 
are at present in a transitional period. 
The country of Alaska and the North 
west Territories of Canada are attracting 
the earnest attention of the commercial 
world. 
Since the excitement of last 
July many thousands of miners and 
■commercial men have made their way 
into that part of the American conti­ 
nent. These newcomers are strangers to 
the country and its people. They ars 
ignorant of the inhabitants and the in­ 
habitants of them. In some cases, be­ 
cause of this ignorance, misunderstand­ 
ings arise and lead to trouble and ill 
feeling. What, then, is the relation be­ 
tween the Klondike miners and the na­ 
tive Alaskans? 
Alaska is a part of the United States, 
but though this is so it gives evidences 
of being a country apart. 
The native 
people there, especially those who are 
not Christians, are therefore not closely 
allied with the people bf the United 
States. 
I mean by this that they are not well 
acquainted with the inner life and 
thought of the republic. While they are i 
patriotic aud think much of “ Old 
G lory’’ and the American people, yet 
they are in some sense foreigners. 
W ith this understanding we need not 
be surprised to find that a large part of 
the native population is either indiffer­ 
ent or alarmed at the invasion of their 
country by the miners. 
The prevalent 
idea among them is that the gold seek­ 
ers w ill do them both good and bad— 
good becauso of the development of the 
resources of the country and the many 
blessings that civilization gives them, 
bad because of the evil influence brought 
in by unprincipled men. 
The miners 
thus far 
kind between them and the natives. 
But if the excitement holds on and 
more thousands of people come, and if 
some of these newcomers are careless, 
there most be friction between them 
and the natives, which will result in 
an appeal to the protection of the law 
or to a breach of the peace. 
To avoid any unnecessary trouble and 
in order not to collide w ith the native 
inhabitants of Alaska and Northwest 
Territories of Canada the Klondike min­ 
ers should recognize and respect the 
rights of the natives. 
Suppose there is a native Alaskan 
settlement and gold is found near and 
under that settlement. The natives do 
not know anytkiug about it. Their eyes 
are not open to it. 
But strangers come 
along and discover the gold. 
W ithout 


the trader returned, and he found bis 
furs awaiting bim. 
This is but on© ex­ 
ample of many that could be mention- 
3d 
As long as they are not unlawfully 
instigated the Alaskans make faithful 
friends in business, politics or religion. 
Trust them and appeal to their honor as 
you would trust yourself and uphold 
your own just principles, and I am sure 
there will be no trouble between the 
miners and the Alaskans. 
Further, the Klondike miners should 
not meddle in any way with the relig­ 
ions beliefs and customs of the natives. 
The majority of the Alaskans are still 
heathen, but although they are such 
they are religious. 
If you want to irri­ 
tate or excite any people, strike at their 
fundamental religious beliefs. 
Many 
painful scenes have resulted from this 
cause. So, to avoid auy conflict, it is 
wise to let their strange religious notions 
alone and leave it all to the American 
missionaries aud schools. 
The native Alaskans do not object to 
miners and commercial men coming to 
their country. They will not give them 
trouble so long as the gold hunters treat 
them right. If these men come merely 
for the gold that they can get, regard­ 
less of how they get it and whether or 
not they infringe upon the rights of 
others so they get possession of it, the 
wronged natives will 
take extreme 
measures. Aside from this the attitude 
of the Alaskans toward the miners is 
one of which we need not be apprehen­ 
sive.—Chicago Tribune.

A n W ho W a s Skinned A live. 
The physicians at the Charity hospi­ 
tal in Cleveland have in their care one 
of the most extraordinary cases on rec­ 
ord. Mra Angeline Davidson of Collin­ 
wood was severely burned about ten 
days ago. The burning was so extensive 
that nearly the entire skin of her body 
peeled away. 
It was not expected at 
first that she would live, but her vitality 
was strong, and w ith excellent nursing 
she 
pulled 
through. 
The problem 
which then confronted the doctors was 
to avoid any nndne contraction of the 
cuticles in healing. 
This could only be 
prevented by skin grafting. 
The first operation of replacing the 
epidermis was began recently. 
Skin 
was taken from the amputated hand of 
a man who had met with an accident. 
About six iucbes were obtained from 
the back of the hand and from the palm 
and successfully grafted upon the worn- j 
an'a body. Mrs. Davidson was burned 
to the average depth of half an inch 
over half of ber body. 
The remainder 
of her body was burned on the surface, I 
so that every particle of the woman’s 
skin came off. She was literally skinned 
alive. 
t 
It will be necessary to supply an en­ 
tire new coat of skin for Mrs. David­ 
son’s body. This will require perhaps a 
year of time. 
It can only be done by 
placing small patches on at a time and 
waiting until they knit to the flesh.

VERY LARGE CHURCH. 


It* M em ber* A re C h ristia n S cientists, and 
T w en ty -fo u r H u n d re d Jo in e d R ecently.

COMBINERS DENOUNCED. 


The Strong Resolution* A d o p ted a t th e 
H a n n a M tuunneeting. 
Columbus*, Jan, ll.—Following wert 
the resolutions adopted at the moss- 
meeting of Hanna’s adherents: 
“This mftssmoeting of Ohio Republi­ 
cans semis greeting to the people of the 
state of Ohio and declares that notw ith­ 
standing the verdict of the people of 
this stab' in favor of the Republican 
party and its candidates, expressed in 
the November election after fair. full 
and comprehensive discussion of all 
issnos involved, it is now discovered 
that a conspiracy, organised and pro­ 
moted outside of the members of the 
general assembly, has been formed to 
Urn ort that expressed will.

Tit*1 Governor Sworn Iii nntl Reviewed a

15,000 
people were present at Governor Bush­ 
nell^ inaugural. 
During the forenoon the state house 
was surrounded by crowds yelling for 
Bushnell. 
As it was impossible for the 
crowds to get inside the Capitol building, 
the governor was culled out. into the 
grounds, where he addressed the crowd 
and received iii review one delegation 
after another. 
Them demonstrations 
continued till noon, when Governor 
Bushnell was escorted to the rotunda of 
file state house. The members of the 
supreme court, legislature and all other 
state officers wore provided with re­ 
served scuts and til© crowds occupied all 
the space iii windows, galleries and 
everywhere, while the streets and state 
house, 
grounds wen* 
crowded w ith 
shouters. 
The Neil lions* is directly across High 
street from the west entrance to the 
state bouse and Senator Hanna w it­ 
nessed the forenoon scenes in the capitol 
grounds from his rooms. 
Tin* oath of office was administered 
Chief Justice Burkett, who was re­ 
elected on the ticket last November w ith 
Bushnell. 
As Governor Bushnell was inaug­ 
urated for his second term and had one 
week before sent an elaborate message 
to the legislature, his address was un­ 
usually brief and w ithout any special 
reference to the exciting scenes that sur­ 
rounded him. 
The governor, with others, then re- 
E 
tired to the senate chamber, where 
icutcnant Governor Jones and other 
state officers qualified. 
The senate ad­ 
journed without the governor making 
the usual address to the senate. 
The inauguration parade started at 
1:30 p. rn. from the north side, near the 
Auditorium, where the mass convention 
was held, aud, while it was passing 
south, the dubs and delegates were pro­ 
ceeding north on the same street, m ak­ 
ing a most lively scene. 
The governor 
reviewed the parade. 
The parade was only 20 minutes in 
passing the; grandstand..

While the sportsmen who roamed 
throngb the great swamps of Cape May 
county, N. J., in search of game this 
fall met with fairly good lock, yet they 
recognize the fact that the gnnning in 
that section of the state, especially 
where the killing of rabbits, quails, 
pheasants and other small game is con 
cerned, is not what it formerly was or 
should be. 
A number of the local dev­ 
otees of tho gun who reside at D ents­ 
ville and Goshen are especially desirous 
of enjoying better sport, and with that 
eud in view they propose utilizing the 
thousands of acres of swamp waste land 
by stocking it with guinea fowls. These 
birds, whose harsh, chattering ory is 
the bane of the poultry raiaer'i life, are 
usually shy and hard to approach, even 
when associating with other denizens 
of the barnyard. 
Those who will try the experiment of 
making them game birds are folly con­ 
vinced that once they are turned loose 
in the swamps they will soon become 
as wild as they are in their native coon 
try. The guinea fowl is a prolific breed­ 
er, and it invariably in the breeding 
season goes for from the barnyard to rear 
ta young, oftentimes remaining away 
for weeks at a time. The swamps of 
south Jersey are well adapted to its 
wants, for berries and greens, to which 
is partial, thrivo abundantly. 
It 
is believed that where the birds are set 
adrift far from human habitation they 
will rear a progeny that will be exceed­ 
ingly wild. 
The guinea has as muoh advantage in 
flying powers as either the quail or 
pheasant, while it surpasses either of 
tho latter birds in the use of its feet. It 
is a rapid runner. It is also a hardy 
bird and could no doubt withstand the 
severest south Jersey winter. 
The experiment—for such it will be 
at first—may be the means of introduc­ 
ing the most novel sport of guinea fowl 
shooting. Sportsmen will be greatly in­ 
terested in the trial anyhow. About 
IOO pairs of the birds will be distribut­ 
ed in the clarty spring in various sec­ 
tions of the county some weeks before 
their usual breeding season.—New York 
Herald.

Tho navy department has at last suc­ 
ceeded iu obtaining a smokeless powder 
for the use of its great guns which will 
not deteriorate with age or lose any of 
its efficiency by reason of climatic 
changes. The new powder is a special 
variety of nitrocellulose, and its issue 
las just been ordered to ships of war of 
the United States. 
Contracts recently signed with the 
Du Pouts of Wilmington and the Cali­ 
fornia Powder works, on the Pacific 
slope, call for the manufacture without 
delay of 100,000 pounds of the new ex­ 
plosive. The formula for preparing the 
powder hasbeen furnished to the manu­ 
facturers by the navy department. 
Gunners soon find out at target prac­ 
tice that, let alone having to wait for 
action, the fire of a nearby gun throws 
off so deuse a smoke that it seriously 
iuterferes with aiming. 
The great trouble bas been in obtain­ 
ing a smokeless powder which would 
stand the variations of temperature and 
also the test of time. The majority of 
smokeless powders have nitroglycerin 
as a basis. Iu the event of chemical ac­ 
tion taking place as a result of time it 
might happen that some form of smoke­ 
less powder would develop into a dan­ 
gerously high explosive. The guns of 
the navy under the regulations in force 
must not be subjected to pressure of 
over 15 tons to the square inch. The 
idea iii developing a new powder is to 
seeuro a type which will impart high 
velocity to projectiles oil low pressure. 
—Philadelphia Press.

The new royal yacht promises to be 
well worthy the greatest maritime na­ 
tion. It is decided that the vessel shall 
be purely a yacht The general design 
will follow pretty closely on that of the 
present yacht, but the new one will be 
propelled by screws instead of paddle 
wheels. It will be 880 feet long be­ 
tween perpendiculars, 50 feet beam aud 
18 feet draft and have a displacement 
of 4,600 tons. The engines will be of 
the triple expansion, four cylinder type, 
with four cranks. There will be two 
sets of driving twin screws, and steam 
will be supplied from 18 Belleville boil­ 
er! The engines have been designed to 
develop 11,000 horsepower on a trial of 
eight hours’ duratiou, with speed of 20 
knots The yacht will bo built of steel, 
with every possible care as regards sub­ 
division arrangements, so as to prevent 
any possibility of sinking iii case of col­ 
lision.

Colo­ 
nel Campbell and Representative Otis 
say they determined to give Boyce all 
the latitude he wanted, aud set a trap 
to catch him. Hollenbeck, who was 
said to be the middleman, was also 
taken into their connie! according to 
the statements. Campbell and Otis say 
the money was produced and that they : 
are holding it in trust and that a state- J 
mont accordingly will be made in the 
house today. 
Following the publication of this story, 
the following was given out from the 
Hanna headquarters: 
"The charge that Representative Otis 
has been offered a bribe by a representa­ 
tive of Senator Hanna is "denounced at 
Senator Hanna’s headquarters as not 
only false in every particular, but char­ 
acteristic of the campaign of tricks and 
treachery that Kurtz, Myers and their 
associates have carried on ever since the 
senatorial question (‘ame up. It has 
been known to the Republican managers 
for a considerable time that this stage 
play for effect wave contemplated. It is 
km >wn positively that Allen O. Myers 
said several days ago that he expected 
to see some member rise in his place on 
the day of the first senatorial ballot and 
produce $5,000 or $10,000, which he 
would state had been given him as a 
bribe to vote for Senator Hanna. 
"This statement was made a week or 
more ago, but it is now asserted that the 
propositions upon which it is intended 
to build this stage effect was made to 
Representative Otis only three days 
since. The fact that the announcement 
of a program of this sort was made long 
before the day on which it is now 
charged that the incident took place 
shows cleanly that the whole story is a 
prearranged one, and simply manufac­ 
tured bv Myers and his associates for ef­ 
fect. 
There is not, say Mr. Hanna’s 
friends and managers, one simple word 
of truth or shadow' of truth in these 
statements, aud the fact that an an­ 
nouncement was made many days ago 
that a plan of this kind was in contem­ 
plation, and that the recent visit of Mr. 
Hollenback to Cincinnati was simply 
seized upon as a vehicle for bringing to 
tho front their 
sensational charges, 
shows the transparent and purely ficti­ 
tious character of the story with w hich 
they are gulling the public. 
"It is also known that a New7 York 
newspaper which has fought Mr. Hanna 
viciously from the time that he assumed 
charge of the national campaign in ISAM], 
dispatched a mysterious messenger to 
Ohio recently with large sums of money, 
and it is not improbable* that numerous 
other bribery fakes will be sprung upon 
th»‘ public from day to day in the effort 
to play to a finish the desperate game 
begun months ago. The fact that Mr. 
Bliss, who specifically charges Mr. Hol­ 
lenback with offering money to Mr. 
Otis, states that a forged telegram from 
Otis to the president was given as an as 
suranoe that Otis had changed front 
shows the sort of work that these men 
who are now giving this story to the 
public admit themselves to be capable of 
performing. Mr. Hanna’s friends hold 
in their hands absolute evidence that 
offers of bribes were made to Republi­ 
cans by men coming direct from Bliss 
aud Kurtz, and know the value of them 
too well to be forced to show their hand 
before they are ready to make use of 
them. 
"Regarding Colonel Campbell’s state­ 
ment that one Henry H. Boyo© had 
visited him professing to represent J. 
Pierpont Morgan and offering through 
him ai bribe to Representative Otis, 
which story is attempted to bt* sus­ 
tained by professed reports of long dis­ 
tan ce telephone conversations, Major 
Dick, w ith whom the professed conver­ 
sations art* alleged to have been held, 
states in the most positive terras that lie 
does not know Boyce, never saw' him. 
never had any long distance telephone 
or other conversation with him, and 
that the alleged reports of any such con­ 
versation between him and any person, 
either Boyce or anyone else, is abso­ 
lutely and unqualifiedly false, and w ith­ 
out the slightest foundation in fact. 
"Mr. Hollenback, about whose visit 
to Cincinnati a vast amount of mystery 
is assumed by tho originators of this 
fairy story, w’as out of the city when 
the publication made its appearance and 
could not be reached by wire, but a full 
denial, as relates to himself, will I*' 
forthcoming as soon as the statements 
reach bim.’

Such a state­ 
ment is published regarding Hollenback, 
while nothing can be learned here of 
the whereabouts of Boyce. The Hanna

W ill ConftlMt o f B etter Ships Than Any 
O ther Pow er Save England. 
Japao will before long be to posses­ 
sion of a navy of quite phenomenal d i­ 
mensions 
She is building not only 
more but also better ships than any 
other power save England. 
Three ves­ 
sels of 14,800 tons, two of which are 
nearly finished, are beiog built in B rit­ 
ish yards; one battleship of 10,000 tons 
is being built by Armstrong, four first 
class armored cruisers of 9,600 tons, 
with a speed of 20 knots, are assigned 
to Armstrong, one to the Vulcan com 
pany near Stettin, and one to France; 
two cruisers of 500 tons, with a speed 
of 28 knots, are ordered in the United 
States; one cruiser of 4,800 tons, with 
28 knots, aud eight torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers, with 30 knots, in England; 
eight torpedo boats at Elbing, four in 
France, and three cruisers of 800 tons, 
with 20 knots, three torpedo boats und 
a signal ship are being built in the im ­ 
perial yard at Jokosk, in .Japan, where 
an ironclad cruiser of 9,600 tons, with 
20 knots, will soon be begun. 
Japan has also ordered her torpedo 
boat flotilla to be fitted ont as quickly 
as possible in her own yards and is 
about to form a second squadron. 
It is evident from the above that the 
Japanese navy w ill soon rank next to 
that of France and considerably ahead 
of the fleets of Germany, Russia and 
the United States. 
It is unnecessary to 
say that it w ill consist exclusively of 
vessels of the latest types.-—London 
Standard.

"N o man living,"declared a contem­ 
porary, "ever did so much to humble 
England as Andrew Jackson. There 
may have been men who have shown 
courage, fortitude, perseverance and 
resolution equal to those shown by him, 
but I declare most explicitly I have

Less than 40 years ago there was still 
living, near the Crawford farm, an old 
i leg res*, who retaiued a distinct recol­ 
lection of "mischievous Andy’s” wild 
pranks and a vivid remembrance of hav­ 
ing cored him of a troublesome com­ 
plaint known as the "great itch.” As 
soon as he was old enough, which was 
not long after he was able to walk, 
Andy was sent to an "old field school,” 
which was kept by an itinerant school­ 
master in a crazy log shanty of cue 
room, with stick and clay chimney and 
plank fireplace, in a corner of au aban­ 
doned field covered with second growth 
pines. Here he is supposed to have ac­ 
quired the rudiments of an education, 
by forming a slight acquaintance with 
the "three R ’s” —reading, ’ritiug and 
rithm etic—but his studies did not dis­ 
tress him much. 
He liked play much 
better thau study, and it is not at all 
surprising that he has left behind him 
in the Waxhaws a reputation as a frol­ 
icsome, reckless, fun loving boy, but at 
the same time ambitious to excel, coura­ 
geous and persevering. 
"Reckless 
Andy” his companions 
called him, 
" I could throw him three 
times out of four,” said an old school­ 
mate, recounting his reminiscences in 
after years, "but he never would stay 
throwed. He was dead game eVery time, 
and never would give up!” That was 
Andy Jackson all through his life, from 
the day ho first set foot inside the old 
field school to the day of his death. He 
never would stay throw ed! The Indians, 
the British at New Orleans, his political 
enemies, found out at last that he was 
"dead game every time. ” That is the 
reason popularity sought him, staid by 
him, outlived him, and explains why 
we are reading his biography today. 
This "slender, sandy haired, fteckled 
faced, barefooted boy,” clad in a coarse 
and scanty butternut suit of homespun, 
was from the first a leader among his 
fellows. The other boys at school some­ 
times made him the butt of their coarse 
jokes, but they feared him, neverthe­ 
less. When he was about 10 years old, 
one day at school, some of the large 
boys loaded an old "queen’s arm ” to the 
muzzle and "stum ped” Andy to fire it 
off. He never could, never would "take 
a dare,” and so, of course, he held it to 
his shoulder bravely and pulled the 
trigger. 
It kicked him flat, as they ex­ 
pected, but they didn’t laugh at him, 
as they expected to, for he leaped up in 
a frenzy of rage and yelled, "B y —, if 
any one of you laughs, I ’ll kill him !” 
Even at that time, young as he was, 
Andrew Jackson was capable of fulfill­ 
ing a threat, but he was always able 
to control his rage aud was even sus­ 
pected of simulating a greater passion 
than he felt when it suited his purjMise, 
lik«* the great Napoleon, who was horn 
two years later thau himself and wiiose 
more brilliant but comparatively brief 
career he ahvftys admired. 


rusty old scythe iasteued pike fashion to 
the end of a pole, w ith which as he 
reached home he slashed the woed% 
muttering, "O h, how I wish these were 
the heads of the bloody B ritish!” 
It was indeed a "w ar charged atmos­ 
phere” he was breathing then, for not 
only was his native settlement in peril 
from the foreign foe, but harried to dis­ 
traction by the relentless Tories. It was 
their aim to kill off tho fighting men of 
the patriot 
families, and there was 
hardly a household that had not lost fa­ 
ther, son or brother. The patriot Whigs 
used to unite in defending those fam i­ 
lies thus deprived of their men and act 
as guards at night.

Andy was 
wide 
ttwako and ut the first alarm rushed out 
aud discharged his musket at the ad­ 
vancing figures, dimly visible in the 
darkness, thus precipitating a conflict, 
during which two of the guard were 
shot. 
He escaped that time, but not long 
nfrer, while sim ilarly engaged, was 
driven into a swamp by a party of B rit­ 
ish dragoons, evading them with diffi­ 
culty, only to be captured the very next 
night as he and his brother crept up to 
a house for food. 
Not only wtlfb the 
two boys captured through Tory treach­ 
ery, but they had the grief of witness­ 
ing their cousin, Mrs. Urawford, the 
young wife of a wounded soldier, bru­ 
tally maltreated and her children abuNod. 
Not content w ith destroying the pitiful 
furnishings of this humble cabin the 
brutal soldiery tore tho clothing from 
M rs. Crawford and evep from a helpless 
infant in her arms. 
Andy was ordered by his captor to 
oleun the mud from his boots, and on 
•spiritedly refusing was struck to the 
earth by a blow from his sword.

• ‘ MISCHIEVOUS ANDY. ’' 
The father of Andrew Jackson, bear­ 
ing the same name as our hero, came 
from ancient Carriokfergus, on the north 
coast of Ireland, long known as the 
home of brave and bellicose Irishmen. 
In the year 1765, with his wife aud two 
sons, ho sailed for America (even then 
becoming known as a land of promise 
for the poor and oppressed), landed at 
Charleston and immediately sought a 
home in tbo Waxhaw settlement, about 
160 miles in the interior. Though un­ 
used to fatiguing outdoor labor, yet An­ 
drew Jackson the elder came of sturdy 
stock and without delay procured an ax 
aud attacked the virgin forest boldly, 
cleared land for a farm aud built a log 
cabin. 
That lonely forest farm on Twelve 
Mile creek was not destined, however, 
to yield to its owner more thau one j 
year’s fruitage, for early iu 1767 the' 
father died, aud his refnaius were con­ 
veyed in a rough cart to the lonely cem­ 
etery near to Waxhaw church. Near 
church and cemetery lived Mrs. Jack­ 
son’s sister, Mrs. George McKemey, to 
w hose house the bereaved widow took 
her little family immediately after the j 
funeral aud where a few days later, ou ; 
tbo 15th of March, 1767, a son was ! 
born, to whom w’as givi u the name of 
bis father. 
! 
No vestige remains today either of i 
the log hr.t built by the elder Jackson 
or of that in which Andrew the younger 
was born. Both were situated near the 
boundary line between North and South 
Carolina, the original Jackson farm in j 
the latter and the birthplace in the 
former, though perhaps ail his life An­ 
drew Jackson cherished the mistaken j 
belief that he was a native of the P al­ 
metto State. 
This was pardonable and 
natural, because his mother, after re­ 
maining three weeks with the McKe- 
meys, again crossed the border line and 
made her home w ith another brother-in- 
law, Mr. Crawford, two miles distant, 
y.d',. .uA wa« a h.iiifii, 
vA youiij "**fi \i- 
dy grew up as a farm er’s boy, practical­ 
ly running wild, with little training 
and less restraint. 


HE SMELLS POWDER. 
The boy was 9 years old when the 
Declaration of Independence was sign­ 
ed and 18 when first brought into ac­ 
tual cron tact with the horrors of war. 
Isolated aud sparsely settled as it was, 
yet the little Waxhaw settlement was 
destined to sad experience several times 
during the Revolution. 
Young Andy 
first saw the spilling of human blood iu 
May, 1780, after the British Tarleton 
had swept like a thunderbolt through 
the section, leaving behind a crimson 
trail. More than 100 of the patriot mili 
tia were killed or wounded, and the 
little log church of the settlement was 
converted info a hospital, where Mrs. 
Jackson, accompanied by her youngest 
son, 
nursed 
the 
mangled 
soldiers. 
Young as he was and impressionable, it 
is believed that this sight of his friends 
aud neighbors lying dead aud wounded 
through British agency filled him with 
rage aud gave rise to that implacable 
hostility which burst its bounds in 
Florida and at New Orleans. 
Three times during that terrible sum­ 
mer of 1780 the Jacksons and their 
neighbors were compelled to flee before 
the British soldiers—first from Tarle­ 
ton, then Lord Rawdon, then Cornwal­ 
lis—aud their farms wrere ravaged by 
the enemy. 
The third and last time 
they sought refuge at Charlotte, N. C., 
where an old lady, who died not many 
y» urn ago, saw young Andrew aud re­ 
tained all her life a picture of his ap­ 
pearance at that time. She was a small 
girl when Andrew’s apparition crossed 
her path. 
Her father was in the army, 
down in the section from which the Jack­ 
sons had fled, aud she was sent by her 
mother out to the highway to watch for 
returning soldiers who m ight bring 
them news from the front. Blie saw ap­ 
proaching a "tall, slender, gangling 
fellow, with long legs and awkward 
figure, mounted on a little grass pony, ” 
both of thorn very tired and covered 
with dost. 
.She hailed him w ith: 
"W hew are you from?” 
"Fr< in 11 low. ’’ 
"W here are you going?” 
"Going above.” 
"W ho ere you for?” 
"F o r congress.” 
"W hat are they doing down below?” 
"Oh, w e’re popping ’em still!” 
‘W hat’s your name?” 
‘ ‘ Andrew Jacksou. ’ ’ 
They staid at Charlotte through the 
winter of 1780, Andy living with a 
farmer and "doing chores for his keep.” 
He delighted iu taking the farm er’s tools 
i* 
ttabL^iuitli’f J vc jjresnid, v # 
he never returned from such a trip w ith­ 
out some rude weapon he himself had 
made. One dav b« name hack with a

blow, another in the hand, "th e marks 
of both which he carried, to his dying 
day.” His younger brother, Robert, 
having refused to obey a sim ilar com­ 
mand, was terribly ont by the trooper’a 
sword, aud in this wounded condition 
the two youths were taken to the Cam­ 
den prison pen, 40 miles away. 
Deprived of food and water during 
the journey and receiving only half ra­ 
tions of moldy bread after they were 
cast into the pen, they soon becurne the 
prey of disease, and both fell sick of 
the smallpox, then raging among the 
prisoners. At last, however, after weary 
weeks of wuiting, an exchange of pris­ 
oners was arranged, and the boys were 
cheered by the appearance of their 
mother, who had come for them. Rob­ 
ert, whose wound had never been dress­ 
ed and had not healed, was then at 
death’s door, but the heroic mother 
mounted him before her on the saddle, 
and, supporting his drooping form, w ith 
Andy wearily trudging on foot, the trio 
performed the terrible journey back to 
their ravaged home. 
Robert died two 
days after from his wounds aud exposure, 
while Andy was bereft of his reason. 
Heartbroken and alone, this noble 
woman had seen her eldest sou, Hugh, 
depart for the wars, never to return, 
and her second sou die in her arms. 
But, though nearly overwhelmed w ith 
anguish, she devoted herself to her last 
remaining child w ith such assiduity 
that lie was ut last brought back to 
comparative health. 
Then, before he 
was fully recovered, she made a jour­ 
ney to Charleston, a distance of J60 
miles, to t arry comfort aud cheer to tho 
Americans in the British prison ships. 
Bise succored the starving prisoners, but 
herself fell a victim to ship fever and 
after a short illness expired. 
Thus we find Andy Jackson deprived 
ut father, m other aud brothers—the 
last four dcathi directly traceable to 
British barbarities—before lio was 15 
years of age. " I ’ll w arrant,” said one 
of his relatives long years after, "A ndy 
thought of this at New Orleans. ’

E d ito r Nhwm Rf.vixw—I desire to 
call attention to a law that wa* enacted 
by a recent legislature involving owners 
of shantyboftts, to which the attention 
of the board of education waa recently 
called. 
The law provides that owners of 
shanty beata along the shores of Ohio 
waters be reqnired to paint the name of 
tho boat in large letters on each side of 
the boat; also that residents of said 
boats furnish a certificate of good moral 
character and state what business will 
be carried on in the boat during the cur* 
rent y e a r; also that said owners of boats 
■ball annually pay into the county tress* 
ary a license fee of $10, together with a 
fee of $3 to be paid to the probate judge, 
whose doty it is to issue said license 
and provide for its collection, the pro­ 
ceeds to be converted into the school 
fund. A severe penalty of fine and im­ 
prisonment is attached. 
As this is a m atter of interest to the 
board of education and of vast import­ 
ance to the owners of these boats, who 
are largely occupants of the same, I wish 
to define my position regarding this law. 
While I believe in the enforcement of all 
just and equitable 
laws, I regard 
this 
one 
as 
so 
manifestly 
un­ 
fair and 
unreasonable 
that, if 
it 
were brought to the test, the courts 
would doom it to the same fate as has 
been done in other cases of class legis­ 
lation. 
I insist that our public free 
schools cannot afford to exist by oppress­ 
ing the very class of people who were 
meant to be specially benefited, viz: the 
poorer classes and working people. 
I 
believe in equal taxation to support our 
institutions, and if the home* of these 
people come under the jurisdiction of the 
state they should pay a tax bases! on the 
same valuation as those on terra firma. 
To require these citizens to pay $1*3 per 
year and a sign painters' hill in addition 
for the privelege of living in these hum­ 
ble homes, many of them not worth 
$100, for the ostensible purpose of sup­ 
porting our grand free schools, seems to 
me a thwarting of our main purpose, 
mainly to educate and make good citi- 
acus of those who cannot afford to pay 
for an education. Better far allow these 
people to spend that money iu clothing, 
so that these children can go to school. 
Again, why 
should these 
people 
be required of furnish a certificate of 
good character any more than any 
other chis* of cit liens? 
I happen to 
know some of these people, and I believe 
the percentage 
of 
good 
characters 
among them will compare favorably 
with many other sections of equal popu­ 
lation. 
I must emphatically protest 
against 
the oppression of the labor­ 
ing classes to maintain our institutions. 
There is only one kind of clans legisla­ 
tion that I could favor, and that is work­ 
ing class legislation which will elevate 
and ennoble the toiling masses without 
doing injustice to the more favored class. 
While our state pursues the idiotic policy 
of licensing, or taxing, some men to pro­ 
duce poverty and destroy homes, I 
believe she should encourage rather than 
discourage our working classes to own 
a home aud provide home comforts that 
will enable them to educate their chil­ 
dren. The safety of our state aud nation 
demands this. 
What say you fellow 
oitisens, do you want this oppression to 
go on ? Respectfully yours,

HUNTING BUKIED GOLD. 


Th* 
Baloo fed tm India** a 
W hit* Mon Am A lter It. 
Northwest Missouri is much interest­ 
ed In a search for gold which has been 
secretly in progress for three months 
near Clearmont. 
Dave, John and Bill 
Bains, brothers, who live near the Iowa 
Missouri line, declare that on it small 
strip of land 2% miles north of Clear- 
moot is a buried treasure in gold. Alex 
ender Gray, a harness maker, owns the 
tract. The Bains boys assert that the 
secret was disclosed to them by some In 
diana of the Sac and Fox tribe who 
themselves made a search for the gold 
several years ago. 
Id 1887 congress extended Missouri’s 
boundary lines so as to include six conn 
ties now in northwest Missouri. 
The 
Bac and Fox aud Iowa Indians owned 
the land, and after much difficulty it 
was purchased from them. Part of the 
price was $7,500 in gold, delivered to 
Chief Cahaqua (Red Fox) at Liberty, 
Mo. He and his party were set upon 
and murdered by a band of Omahas. 
Chief Red Fox died without revealing 
the biding place of the $7,500 in gold 
and other tribal treasures in his cus­ 
tody. 
The Sac and Fox Indians were taken 
to Kansas, aud a tradition among them 
is that the treasure was deposited in a 
hollow log and sunk to the bottom of a 
small lake near where Clearmont now 
la 
But the Nodaway river bas since 
filled the lake w ith sand, and its posi­ 
tion is doubtful. A stock company of 
Clearmont business men has been or­ 
ganized to aid the Baios brothers.—New 
York Sun.

Th# Natives Arm Suspicions o f W hites. 
They Make Oond Friends, hat Prove Bad 
Basaltes Miners Mb on Id Recogs Ice Na­ 
tive Hights—Are Faithful to Their Trust. 


Besides the gold to be found in Alas­ 
ka there are other things of absorbing 
interest in that territory—plenty of 
them. There is the native Alaskan, who 
has been Madly neglected by those who 
have w ritten concerning the northwest 
region. An authority on the subject is 
the Rev. Edward Marsden, who bas 
lived in Alaska since 1888 and bas made 
a close study of native manners and cus­ 
tom* Here is his account af his experi­ 
ences among them : 
The native Alaskans, especially those 
of the southern part, are a hardy, self 
reliant, industrious and bold raoe. They 
have great powers of physical endur­ 
ance and delight in athletics and music. 
Before this century, when the Rus­ 
sians came among them, they were a 
fierce people, and frequently collided 
with the osar’s soldiers. Their well or­ 
ganized governments and their customs 
aud religious beliefs made it difficult 
for foreigners to deal with them. 
But 
today things are different There are no 
more well organized governments among 
the Alaskans. W hat customs and beliefs 
they bare are relics af the past Chria 
tianity and civilization have exerted a 
wonderful influence upon them. They 
are at present in a transitional period. 
The country of Alaska and the N orth­ 
west Territories of Canada are attracting 
the earnest attention of the commercial 
world. 
Since the excitement of last 
July many thousands of miners and 
commercial men have made their way 
into that part of the American conti­ 
nent. These newoomws are strangers to 
uhs country and its people. They are 
ignorant of the inhabitants and the in­ 
habitants of them. In some cases, be­ 
cause of this ignorance, misunderstand- 
aga arise and lead to trouble and ill 
toting. W hat, then, is the relation be­ 
tween the Klondike miners and the na­ 
tive Alaskans? 
Alaska is a part of the United States, 
but though tbiri is so it gives evidences 
of being a country apart. The native 
people there, especially those who are 
not Christians, are therefore not closely 
allied with the people bf the United 
States. 
I mean by tbia that they are not well 
acquainted with the inner life and 
thought of the republic. While they are 
patriotic aud think much of "Old 
Glory” and tbs American people, yet 
they are in some tense foreigners. 
With this understanding we need uot 
be surprised to find that a large part of 
the native population is either indiffer­ 
ent or alarmed at the invasion of their 
country by the miners. 
The prevalent 
idea among them is that the gold seek­ 
ers will do them both good and bad— 
good becauso of the development of the 
resources of the country and the many 
blessings that civilisation gives them, 
bad because of the evil influence brought 
in by unprincipled men. 
The miners are there already, and 
thus far there bas been uo clash of any 
kind between them and the natives. 
But if the excitement bolds on and 
more thousands of people come, and if 
some of these newcomers are careless, 
there must be friction between them 
and the natives, which will result in 
an appeal to the protection of the law 
or to u breach of the peace. 
To avoid any unnecessary trouble and 
in order not to collide with the native 
inhabitants of Alaska and Northwest 
Territories of Canada the Klondike m in­ 
ers should recognise and respect the 
rights of the natives. 
Suppose there is a native Alaskan 
settlement and gold is found near and 
under that settlem ent The natives do 
oot know anything about i t Their eyes 
are not open to it. 
But strangers come 
along and discover the gold. 
W ithout 
any regard to the voice of the settlers 
aud to tic rights cf their possessions 
the miners locate ami 
r» cord 
their 
claims. 
By supposed I* gal process they \ the 
develop these claims at a large pro tit. 
The natives r* noire no Is netit from 
the discovery, and in the course of a 
short time they, are deprived of their 
property aud ejected from it by force. 
What can tiny do but seek redress from 
the courts of law? lf that is uot given 
them, they will seek Other methods 
which may prove fatal to ull cone* rued. 
Again, the Klondike miners should 
trust the natives and deal with them 
honestly aud honorably. 
The 
native 
Alaskans can be trusted, aud when once 
their confidence is gained they become 
good friends and remain so nuder all 
circumstances. 
We have bad many il­ 
lustrations of their trustworthiness in 
the (last. 
The winter was setting in, aud a 
trader was leaving a native settlement 
on the Yukon river. He left his muley 
to a native and said to bim, ’’Take this, 
aud whin the interior tribes comedown 
iu the middle of the winter buy from 
them such aud such furs for me, and I 
w ill try to be back here next spring. ” 
The native got the money and the 
trader returned to California. The na­ 
tive was uneducated and was not rich. 
He did not sign any recent, neither did 
be pledge anything. The interior tribes 
came down to the coast, and the native 
bought the fun wanted. Next spring 


tbs trader returned, and be found bls 
furs awaiting him. 
This is but one ex­ 
ample of many that could be mention 
ad. As long as they are not unlawfully 
instigated the Alaskans make faithful 
friends in business, politics or religion. 
Trust them and appeal to their honor as 
you would trust yourself and uphold 
your own just principles, and I am sure 
there will be no trouble between the 
miners and the Alaskans. 
Further, the Klondike miners should 
not meddle in any way with the relig­ 
ious beliefs and customs of the natives. 
The majority of the Alaskans are still 
heathen, but although they are such 
they are religious. If you want to Irri­ 
tate or excite any people, strike at their 
fundamental religious belief* 
Many 
painful scenes have resulted from this 
cause. So, to avoid any conflict, it is 
wise to let their strange religious notions 
alone and leave it all to the American 
missionaries aud school* 
The native Alaskans do not object to 
miners and commercial men coming to 
their country. They will not give them 
trouble so long as the gold hunters treat 
them right, lf these men come merely 
for the gold that they can get, regard­ 
less of bow they get it and whether or 
not they infringe upon the rights of 
others so they get possession of it, the 
wronged natives will 
take extreme 
measures. Aside from this the attitude 
of the Alaskans toward the miners is 
one of which we need not be apprehen­ 
sive.—Chicago Tribune.

The physicians at the Charity hospi­ 
tal in Cleveland have in their care one 
of the most extraordinary cases on rec­ 
ord. Mr* Angelins Davidson of Collin­ 
wood was severely burned about ten 
days ago. The burning was so extensive 
that nearly the entire skin of her body 
peeled away. It was not expected at 
first that she would live, but ber vitality 
was strong, and with excellent nursing 
she 
pulled 
through. 
The 
problem 
which then confronted the doctors was 
to avoid any undue contraction of the 
cuticles in healing. This could only be 
prevented by skin grafting. 
The first operation of replacing the 
epidermis was begun recently. Skin 
was taken from the amputated band of 
a man who had met with an accident. 
About six inches were obtained from 
the back of the hand aud from the palm 
and successfully grafted upon the wom­ 
an's body. 
Mrs. Davidson was burned 
to the average depth of half an inch 
over half of ber body. 
The remainder 
of her body was burned ou the surface, 
so that every particle of the woman's 
skin came off. She was literally skinned 
alive. 
i 
It will be necessary to supply an en­ 
tire new coat of skin tor Mrs. David­ 
son’s body. This will require perhaps a 
year of time. 
It can only be done by 
placing small patches on at a time and 
waiting until they knit to the flesh. 
The result of the operation will be 
watched with interest by the physicians 
during the next few day* 
About six 
square feet of skin are necessary to en­ 
tirely restore the outer covering of the 
woman's body. It is probable that Mrs. 
Davidson’s husband will consent to part 
with some of his skin from the back of 
the arm* and additional quantities will 
be obtained from ani potation*—Cincin­ 
nati Enquirer.

Nikola Tesla believes be bas made a 
greiit *tep toward humoring the power 
of the son’s rays, if, indeed, be bas not 
already bit upon the solution of tile prob­ 
lem. He says that .the sun can be made 
to work anywhere, at everything. Ile 
"ays that it can be made to drive every 
wheel that revolves, make the night us 
brilliant as day and givj warmth as 
well The invention is still in the ex­ 
perimental stage, but he declares that 
there is not a possibility of Uh failure. 
He has discovered a means of producing 
steam from the rays of the sun. The 
steam runs u steam engine which gen­ 
erates electricity. 
The first apparatus, which was mado 
more than two years ago, bad no more 
driving force than a Newfoundland dog. 
It was a huge, unwieldy thing, entirely 
impossible for practical purposes, but it 
demonstrated the troth of the principle. 
He set about perfecting his invention. 
He bas nearly completed a new engine 
with 24 horsepower capacity. Its cost is 
so small and its dimensions make it so 
easily handled that nothing now stands 
in the way of building the apparatus on 
a large scale. 
Already Tesla is planning to build an 
immense plant on Long Island, to he 
oommenoed as soon aahs receives bis 
patent He will elaborate and perfect 
bis model in his laboratory. In the cen­ 
ter of a large room with a glass roof 
Tesla will place a huge cylinder of thick 
glass This will repose on a bed of as- 
bt*st us aud be supported by a firm stone 
pedestal placid iii the oenter of the 
room. The circle will be laid length­ 
wise sud will Le surrounded by a circle 
of complicated mirrors that may be 
covered with asbestus coats. These mu­ 
mm will refract the rays of the sun into 
the glsss cylinder.

WOOLEN MILL BURNED.

Disastrous Fir* at th# County

GUINEA FOWL8 FOR GAME. 


WBOTR A I.RTTKR TO C'OM NBl'H 
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The political sensation of today is the 
announcement of George F. Grosshans 
the well known jtggerraan employed at 
the Knowles, Taylor ft Knowles plant 
that he is opposed lo the election of Hon 
M A. Hanna to the senate.

Mr. Grosshans was seen by a reporter

R e v i e w , and said that he 
had written the letter and it expressed 
his sentiments. Beyond that he did not 
oare to discuss the question. 
The statement has also been pub­ 
lished that the Foraker club of Wells­ 
ville had passed resolutions asking 
Hon. P. M. Ashford to vote against 
Hanna. It is almost needless to say the 
story is untrue. 
••We never passed a resolution asking 
Mr. Ashford to vote against Mr. Hanna," 
said A. L. Pogo, president of the club, 
this morning. “ We did send him a copy 
of a resolution regularly passed by the 
dub. but it asked him to do what would 
be for the best interests of the party.

These 
birds, whose harsh, chattering cry is 
the bane of the poultry raiser'* life, are 
usually shy and bard to approach, even 
when associating with other denizens 
of the barnyard. 
Those who will try the experiment of 
making them game birds are fully con 
vinced that once they are turned loose 
in the swamps they will soon become 
as wild as they are in their native conn 
try. The guinea fowl is a prolific breed 
er, and it invariably in the breeding 
season goes far from the barnyard to rear 
its yonng, oftentimes remaining away 
for weeks at a time. The swamps of 
south Jersey are well adapted to its 
wants, for berries and greens, to which 
it is partial, thrive abundantly. 
It 
is believed that where the birds are set 
adrift far from human habitation they 
will rear a progeny that will be exceed 
mgly wild. 
The guinea has as much advantage in 
flying powers as either the quail or 
pheasant, while it surpasses either of 
tho latter birds in the use of its feet. It 
is a rapid runner. It is also a bardy

NEW SMOKELESS POWDER.

Contracts recently signed with the 
Du Pouts of Wilmington and the Cali­ 
fornia Powder work* cm the Pacific 
slope, call for the manufacture without 
delay of 100,000 pounds of the new ex­ 
plosive. The formula for preparing the 
powder has been furnished to the manu­ 
facturers by the navy department. 
Gunners soon find oat at target prac­ 
tice that, let alone having to wait for 
action, the fire of a nearby gun throws 
off so deuse a smoke that it seriously 
inttsrferes with aimiug. 
The great trouble bas been in obtain­ 
ing a smokeless powder which would 
stand the variations of temperature aud 
also the test of time. The majority of 
smokeless powders have nitroglycerin 
as a basis, lu the event of chemical ac­ 
tion taking place as a result of time it 
might happen that some form of smoke­ 
less powder would develop into a dan­ 
gerously high explosive. The guns of 
the navy nuder the regulations in force 
must not be subjected to pressure of 
over 15 tons to the square iuch. The 
idea in developing a new powder is to 
secure a type which will impart high 
velocity to projectiles on low pressure.

“ The 8th of January, 1816—the Amer­ 
ican bosom will forever throb with 
emotion and exultation when the deeds 
of that day shall be recounted. ” 
This was the toast offered at a public 
dinner to General Andrew Jackson four 
years after his great victory over the 
British at New Orleans. The tide of his 
popularity was then at its flow, but he 
lived a quarter of a century later to wit­ 
ness it at its fall, and today it has not 
reached its ebb. 
“ No man living, ” declared a contem­ 
porary, “ ever did so much to humble 
England as Andrew Jackson. There 
may have been men who have shown 
courage, fortitude, perseverance and 
resolution equal to those shown by him, 
bat I declare most explicitly I have 


Less than 40 years ago there wee still 
living, near the Crawford farm, an old 
uegress, who retained a distinct recol­ 
lection of “ mischievous Andy’s” wild 
pranks and a vivid remembrance or hav­ 
ing cored him of a troublesome com­ 
plaint known as the “ great itch.” As 
soon as he was old enough, which was 
not long after be was able to walk, 
Andy was sent to an “ old field school,” 
which was kept by an itinerant school­ 
master in a crazy log shanty of cue 
room, with stick and clay chimney and 
plank fireplace, in a corner of an a ban 
doued field covered with second growth 
pines. Here he is supposed to have ac 
quired the rudiments of an education, 
by forming u slight acquaintance with 
tho “ three R Y '—reading, 'ritiug and 
rithmetlc—but bis studies did not dis 
tress him much. 
He liked play much 
better than study, and it is not at all 
surprising that he has left behind him 
in the Waxhaw* a reputation aa a frol­ 
icsome, reckless, fun loving boy, but at 
the same time ambitious to excel, coura­ 
geous aud persevering. 
“ Reckless Andy” his companions 
called him. “ I could throw him three 
times out of four,” said an old school­ 
mate, recounting his reminiscences in 
after years, “ but be never would stay 
tbrowed. He was dead game (Aery time, 
aud never would give up!” That was 
Andy Jackson all through his life, from 
the day ho first set foot inside the old 
field school to the day of his death. He 
never would stay thrawed I The Indians, 
the British at New Orleans, his political 
enemies, found out at last that he was 
“ dead game every time.” That is the 
reason popularity sought him, staid by 
him, outlived him, and explains why 
we are reading his biography today. 
This “slender, sandy haired, heckled 
faced, barefooted boy,” clad in a coarse 
and scanty butternut suit of homespun, 
was from the first a leader among his 
fellows The other boys at school some­ 
times made him the butt of their coarse 
Jokes, but they feared him, never the 
less. When he was about IO years old, 
one day at school, some of the large 
boys loaded an old “ queen's arm” to the 
muzzle and “ stamped” Andy to Ara it 
off. He never could, never woald “ take 
a dare," and so, of oourae, ho held it to 
his shoulder bravely and pulled the 
trigger. It kicked bim fiat, as they ex­ 
pected, but they didn't laugh at him, 
as they expected to, for he leaped up in 
a frenzy of rage aud yelled, “ By —, if 
any one of you laughs, I ’ll kill him!" 
Even at that time, young as he was, » 
Andrew Jackson was callable of fulfill­ 
ing a threat, but he wus always able i 
to control his rage aud was even sus­ 
pected of simulating a greater passion 
t hun he felt when it suited his purpose, 
like the great Napoleon, who was horn 
two years later thau himself aud whose 
more brilliant but econ punitively brief 
career he always admired. 


rusty old scythe lustrum pike fashion to 
the end of a pole, with which as he 
reached home he slashed the weed* 
muttering, “ Oh, how I wish these were 
the heads of the bloody British I" 
It was indeed a “ war charged atmos­ 
phere" he was breathing then, for not 
only was his native settlement in peril 
from the foreign foe, but harried to dis­ 
traction by tile relentless Tories.

Andy was 
wide 
awake and at the first alarm rushed out 
and discharged his musket at the ad­ 
vancing figures, dimly visible in the 
darkness, thus precipitating a conflict, 
during which two of the guard were 
■hot. 
He escaped that time, bot not long 
after, while similarly engaged, was 
driven into a swamp by a party of Brit­ 
ish dragoons, evading them with diffi­ 
culty. ouly to be captured the very next 
night as he and his brother crept ap to 
a house for food. Not only wtTe the 
two boys captured through Tory treach­ 
ery, but they had the grief of witness­ 
ing their cousin, Mrs. Crawford, the 
young wife of a wounded soldier, bru­ 
tally maltreated and her children abused. 
Not content witli destroying the pitiful 
furnishing* of this humble cabin the 
brutal soldiery tore the clothing from 
Mrs. Crawford aud evep from a helpless 
infant in her arms. 
Andy was ordered by his captor to 
Olean the mud from his boots, and aa 
spiritedly refusing was struck to the 
earth by a blow from his sword. He re­ 
ceived a deep gash in his head, and, as 
be bad raised his hand to ward off the

never read of, heard of, and I have 
never seen any man equal to him in 
these prime and admirable qualities.” 
This is superlative quality of praise, 
and from a foreigner.

more instructive to Americans, know­ 
ing that his heroic deeds were perform­

“ MiaCHXKVOVS AMDT. ’’ 
The father of Andrew Jackson, bear­ 
ing the same name as our hero, came 
from ancient Carriokfergus, on the north 
coast of Ireland, long known as the 
home ct brave aud bellicose Irishmen. 
In the year 1765, with his wife and two 
sons, he sailed for America (even then 
becoming known as a land of promise 
for the poor and oppressed); landed at 
Charleston and immediately sought a 
home in tho Waxhaw settlement, about 
160 miles in the interior. Though un­ 
used to fatiguing outdoor labor, yet An­ 
drew Jackson the elder came of sturdy 
stock and without delay procured an ax 
aud attacked tho virgin forest boldly, 
cleared laud for a farm aud built a log 
cabin. 
That lonely forest farm on Twelve 
Mile creek wus not destined, however, 
to yield to its owner more thau one 
year’s fruitage, for early in 1767 the 
father died, aud his nlnaius were con­ 
veyed iii a rough cart to the louely cem­ 
etery near to Waxhaw church. Near 
church and cemetery lived Mrs. Jack­ 
son’s sister, Mrs. George McKemey, to 
whose house the bereaved widow took 
her little family immediately after the 
funeral aud where a few days later, ou 
tho 15th ct March. 1767, a son was 
born, to whom was givin the uame of 
his father. 
No vestige remains today either of 
the log hut built by the elder Jack-on 
or of that in which Andrew the younger 
was born. Ho db were situated near the 
boundary line between North aud South 
Carolina, the original Jackson farm in! 
the latter aud the birthplace in the j 
former, though perhaps all hi* life An- j 
drew Jackson cherished the mistaken, 
belief that be was a native of the Pal-» 
metto 8tatE This was pardonable and 
natural, be* uuae his mother, after re I 
mainiug three weeks with the McKe- 
mays, again crossed the border line and 
made h e r home with another brotber-in- 
law, Y r Crawford, two miles distant.

ly running wild, with little training 
end lees restraint.

The boy was 9 years old when the 
Declaration of Independence was sign- 
cd and 18 when first brought into ac-1 
taal contact with the horrors of war. * 
Isolated and sparsely settled as it was, 
yet tho little Waxhaw settlement was 
destined to sad experience several times | 
during tho Revolution. 
Young Andy 
first saw the spilling of human blood iii 
May, 1780, after the British Tarletou 
had swept like a thunderbolt through 
the section, leaving behind a crimson 
trail. More than IOO of the patriot mili­ 
tia were killed or wounded, and the 
little log church of the settlement was 
converts! into a hospital, where Mrs. 
Jackson, accompanied by her youngest 
son, 
nursed 
the mangled soldiers. 
Young as he was and impressionable, it 
is believed that this sight of his friends 
and neighbors lying dead and wounded 
through British agency filled him with 
rage uud gave rise to that implacable 
hostility which burst its bounds iii 
Florida and at New Orleans. 
Three times during that terrible sum­ 
mer of 1780 the Jackson* and their 
neighbors were compelled to flee before 
the British soldiers—first from T a rl­ 
ton, then Lord Rawdon, then Cornwal­ 
lis—and their farms were ravaged by 
the enemy. The third and last time 
they sought refuge at Charlotte, N. C., 
where an old lady, who died not many 
years ago, saw young Andrew and re­ 
tained all her life a picture at his ap­ 
pearance at that time. She wa* a small 
girl when Andrew’* apparition crossed 
her path. Her father wa* in the army, 
down in the section from which the Jack­ 
sons had fled, and she was sent by her 
mother out to the highway to watch for 
returning soldiers who might bring 
them news from the front. 8h« saw ap­ 
proaching a “ tall, slender, gangling 
fellow, with long legs and 
figure, mounted in a little grass 
loth of them very tired and covered 
with dust. she hailed him with: 
*• Where are you from?" 
“ From below. “ 
"Where are yon going?" 
“ G o in g a b o v e .” 
“ Who are you for?" 
“ For congress." 
“ What an* they doing down below?” 
“ Oh, we’re popping 'em still!” 
* W hat’s your name?" 
“ Andrew Jackson.” 
They tdaid at Charlotte through the 
winter of 1780, Andy living with a 
farmer and “ doing chores for his keep.” 
He delighted in taking the farmer's tools 
vs ♦*.

blow, another in the hand, “ the marks 
of both which he canM - to his dying 
day.” His younger brother, Robert, 
having refused to obey a similar com­ 
mand, was terribly cut by the trooper’s 
sword, and in this wounded condition 
the two youths were taken to the Cam­ 
den prison pen, 40 miles away. 
Deprived of food and water during 
the journey aud receiving only half ra­ 
tions of moldy broad after they were 
cast into the pen, they soon became the 
prey of disease, and both fell sick at 
the smallpox, then raging among the 
prisoners. At last, however, after weary 
I weeks of waiting, an exchange of pris­ 
oners was arranged, and the boys were 
| cheered by the appearance of their 
mother, who had come tar them. Rob­ 
ert. whose wound had never been dress­ 
ed aud had not healed, was then at 
death’s door, but the heroic mother 
mounted him before ber on the saddle, 
aud, supporting his drooping form, with 
Andy wearily trudging on foot, the trio 
performed the terrible journey back to 
their ravaged homo. Robert died two 
days after from hia wounds and exposure, 
while Andy was bereft of his reason. 
Heartbroken and alone, this noble 
woman bad seen her eldest son, Hugh, 
I d» part for the wars, never to return, 
and her M-coud son die in her anus. 
But, though nearly overwhelmed with 
anguish, she devoted herself to her last 
remaining child with such assiduity 
that he was at last brought buck to 
comparative health.
